She recently accepted 
the responsibility as chairm an 
for the project for all of the 
county, 
Mrs. Gilbert Pozlovski of San 
Rafael described the feeling 
as having a “ personal rela­ 
tionship with another mother 
of 
young 
children.” 
T h e 
Pozlovskis, 
who have three 
children, ages seven, three and 
an 
infant, 
have 
been 
con­ 
tributing to a mother and her 
four children in Mississippi for 
the past five months. 


ONE BOX each week goes to 
the southern family and in­ 
cludes clothing, both outgrown 
from their own children and 
purchased 
items, 
household 
utensils, 
food 
and 
a 
little 
money. 
R e c e n t l y 
Mrs. 
Pozlovski traced the outline of 
her child’s foot as an example 
for the Mississippi m other to 
follow in showing the size of 
her children’s feet. The shoes 
sent, now that Joyce Pozlovski 


knows the sizes, will enable the 
children to attend school. 
Why 
is 
she 
doing 
i t ? 
“ Because it involves children.” 
she said, adding that the proj­ 
ect had been brought to her 
attention over radio station 
KGO, the Jim Dunbar talk 
show. She, like the others, felt 
this was a chance to show' true 
concern for their fellow men. 
She now plans to draw at­ 
tention to the need through her 
local school paper, asking for 
other volunteers. Her eyes ex­ 
pressed her enthusiasm as she 
displayed letters received from 
a grateful fivesome, the un­ 
dercurrent of which was love 
and God’s blessing 
It was 
catching. 


MRS. JOHN L. LEVINSOHN 
(Jane) of San Rafael has been 
described as a “ one-man ac­ 
tion com m ittee” and is proving 
so with her participation in the 
Mississippi project.

Mergers Need Not W ait 


For 'Pie In Sky' Solution 


The North Marm County Water 
District has asked the I,oral Agency 
Formation Commission to approve a 
plan 
for takeover of the Novato 
Sanitary District by the water district. 
The 
Homestead 
Valley 
Sanitary 
District has asked Mann Municipal 
Water District to take over its opera­ 
tions. 
Directors 
of 
T i b u r o n 
and 
Richardson Bay Sanitary Districts are 
discussing merger. 
These 
three 
moves 
appear 
as 
desirable approaches to reducing the 
number of separate taxing entities in 
Marin. 


ACCORDING TO County Auditor* 
Controller Michael Mitchell, there are 
65 tax-levying districts in Mann, in 
addition to the 11 cities and in addi­ 
tion also to 38 special districts for 
which taxes are levied by the county 
board of supervisors. 
Boundaries of the various districts, 
and of the districts and the cities, 
overlap at many points. And there is 
some overlap of functions, too. 
The merger moves involving the 
Novato. 
Homestead, 
Tiburon 
and 
Richardson Bay Sanitary Districts are 
direct outgrowths of the Brown and 
( aidwell report on county sewage 
problems. It recommended that the 
two big water districts— Marin Muni­ 
cipal and North Marin— take over 
sewer operations. 
The moves represent, however, an 
approach to the whole problem of 
multiple jurisdictions that makes sense 
and could accomplish much. 


THERE HAS BEEN talk for years, 
by public officials and others, about a 
“ City and County of Mann.*’ The idea 
Is to have something like what San 
Francisco has: one huge government 
embracing functions of county, cities 
and school districts. 
This idea has attractions. But for the 
present, it is pretty much “ pie in the 
skv.'' 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


While officials dream of such a 
master consolidation, little districts 
continue to be added. And ‘‘regional 
government” approaches to various 
problems, such as transportation, bay 
pollution, etc., merely superimpose 
more and more jurisdictions on top. 


THE APPROACH that can work 
and that will result in public benefits 
is to start getting rid of the little 
districts by merger. 
This happens so rarely that a few 
years 
ago, 
when 
residents 
of 
Tamalpais Valley and Homestead Fire 
Districts 
voted 
to 
merge 
t h o s e 
districts, it created statewide interest. 
It was the first time in history that a 
lire district in California had been 
merged out of existence by vote of its 
residents. 


PEO PLE ARE becoming more and 
more aware that they suffer from 
fragmentation of government — both 
from government which is too big and 
gets fragmented into bureaucracies 
and from that which is too little to ac­ 
complish its purposes efficiently. 
Whenever mergers are suggested, 
they are likely to be opposed by both 
elected 
o f f i c i a l s 
and 
hired 
bureaucracies of the districts involved. 
This has helped to defeat several 
school district unification proposals in 
Marin. 
The City of Novato and the Novato 
Sanitary District are opposing the pro­ 
posed merger of the latter with North 
Marin Water District. But the water 
district is going ahead with it. 
We hope it succeeds. We think it 
makes sense. And it makes sense also 
for the Homestead Valley Sanitary 
District to dissolve itself and turn its 
system over to MMWD, and for the 
Tiburon and Richardson Bay Sanitary 
Districts to merge. 
We needn't wait for “ pie in the skv.” 
We can get busy now on eliminating 
unnecessary taxing districts.

WASHINGTON - In the four 
months 
remaining 
in 
h is 
presidency Lyndon Johnson is 
bent on a summit. While the 
initial goal was Moscow, and 
this is still not entirely ruled 
out* the consolation prize is 
Asian summitry, with 1966 as a 
precedent, 
The plans are being readied 
for Bangkok some time after 
mid-October, Natually no one 
will admit to this for a mo­ 
ment. Conceivably it could be 
broader 
in 
concept 
t han 
merely the allies in the Viet­ 
nam war —- a conference of 
Asian powers, including Japan, 
charting the Johnson legacy of 
economic rehabilitation over a 
wide arc. 
But whatever the locale, it is 
a safe bet that the President 
will be out of the country as 
the Nixon-Humphrrey contest 
goes into the final embittered 
weeks. 
J o h n s o n 
wants 
desperately to score in the last 
inning so that his record in 
foreign policy will be at least 
somewhat redeemed. 


THE RUSSIAN take-over in 
Prague was for the President a 
personal 
disaster, 
since 
it 
thwarted 
his 
mission 
t o 
Moscow. He had anticipated 
initiating the talks that would 
eventually lead to a slowdown 
in the nuclear arms race. That 
w'ould have been a 
fitting 
climax to the nuclear non­ 
proliferation treaty agreed to 
after so many long painstak­ 
ing months of higgling and 
haggling at Geneva. 
Seen in larger perspective, 
the personal consequences for 
one man s place in history are 
d w a r f e d to insignificance. 
Prague may have put a period 
to the last chance to stop short 
of the brink. It is like the U-2 
spy plane incident which at the 
end of Dwight Elsenhower's 
presidency wrecked his high 
hopes for an easing of tensions 
and at least a pause in the 
seesaw of missile rivalry. 
As was almost inevitable, 
Prague 
has 
poisoned 
t h e 
political atmosphere here at 
home. Secretary of Defense 
Clark Gifford reacted by call­ 
ing for a go-ahead on the anti- 
ballistic missile on the theory 
that the United States in the 
missile talks must negotiate 
from a position of strength. 
This means another upward 
notch, since the m i l i t a r y 
masters in Moscow will cer­ 
tainly instist on theer own 
position of strength. 


IN THESE WANING months, 
with his Gallup rating at an 
all-time low. the handwriting 
on the wall is all too plain for* 
Johnson. Every sign points to a 
disaster 
for 
his 
p a r t y . 


Understandably lie does not 
want to be trapped in the 
ruins. 
Two years ago he took the 
same reading and planned to 
be out of the country so that 
presumably the blame would 
not fall on him. He went on a 
grand tour of the Pacific, 
beginning with New Zealand 
and Australia. Everywhere 
huge 
crowds 
thronged 
the 
streets and for the most part 
they were friendly crowds 
The climax came with a 
seven-nation 
conference 
i n 
Manila. The conference ended 
on Oct. 25 with a communique 
pledging that all foreign troops 
would 
be 
withdrawn 
from 
South 
Vietnam 
six 
months 
after North Vietnam stopped 
its aggression and infiltration 
and withdrew its forces. From 
Manila Johnson went on to 
Thailand. Malaysia and South 
Korea where he received the 
most tumultuous reception of 
the tour, with two million peo­ 
ple in the streets of Seoul. 
A day or two before the tour 
ended Bill Moyers, then the 
President’s 
press 
secretary 
and strong right arm, let it be 
known 
that 
on 
his 
return 
Johnson would start out on a 
furious campaign swing taking 
him to as many as 18 states. 
Reporters accompanying the 
President wrote that he meant 
to ride to the rescue of his 
beleaguered party. 
The day after he got back to 
Washington he held a press 
conference and wi t h con­ 
siderable heat denied that he 
had ever intended to hit the 
campaign trial. 


HOW MUCH he could have 
done at that late date to save 
veterans such as Sen. Paul 
Douglas was questionable In 
any event, he did not cam­ 
paign. The Republicans won 47 
House seats. Douglas. Gov. 
Edmund G. iPat) Brown of 
California 
and o t h e r un­ 
fortunates 
went 
down t o 
defeat. 
In mid-Octover this year, 
New Zealand's Premier Keith 
J. 
Holyoake 
c o me s to 
Washington on a state visit. 
According to present planning 
he will fly back with Johnson 
on Air Force One for a repeat 
of the Asian summit of two 
years 
ago. 
As 
always, 
of 
course, 
the 
President i s 
holding the final decision down 
to the last minute of the last 
hour of the last day. What he 
could do for Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey if he were 
to stay home is a bigger ques­ 
tion mark than it was two 
years ago. Another hard-line 
ennferenee could only add to 
Humphrey’s troubles.

Enemy Gets Better Guns 
While U.S. Procrastinates

WASHINGTON - W h i l e 
Pentagon "experts” have been 
bungling the M-16 rifle pro­ 
gram into a procurement scan­ 
dal, Communist forces in Viet­ 
nam. down to small Viet Cong 
guerilla units, have been equip­ 
ped with a comparable fast- 
firing weapon, the AK-47. 
That is the real tragedy of 
the M-16 mess — a story 
mostly untold by the House 
and Senate investigators who 
have correctly c r i t i c i z e d 
development and procurement 
of the M-16. The AK-47 is, in 
fact, a largely untold story in 
itself, although it has been an 
important Communist weapon 
in Vietnam since 1965. 
Heavier than the M-16 and 
not so fast in rate of fire, the 
Russian-designed 
AK-47 
i s , 
nevertheless, 
a 
r u g g e d 
serviceable weapon. 


COMBAT REPORTS from 
Vietnam indicate that North 
Vietnamese units, main force 
Viet Cong units, and some 
smaller guerilla units are now 
equipped with the AK-47. 
Army procurement officials 
have 
been 
justifying 
their 
recent award of M-16 contracts 
to high bidders on the basis of 
urgency. 
The rifles, t h e y 
say, are urgently needed and 
there was no assurance that 
the low-cost producers could 
meet 
a n 
accelerated 
pro­ 
duction schedule. 
Review of the M-16 pro­ 
curement. however, does not 
indicate that anybody felt a 
real sense of urgency, here in 
Washington, for many months 
after 
Gen. 
W i l l i a m 
C . 
Westmoreland began making 
urgent requests for more of 
the rifles. 
Experts say the Communists 
began introducing the AK-47 to 
Vietnam combat in February 
1965, and the weapons were 


quickly in evidence as 
south as the delta.

Westmoreland asked that 
M-16 be adopted

Mill Valley Library Gets 


Bigger Play In New Quarters

I'll Love You Forever And Ever 


-Except During Football Season 


Books are a big item in Mill 
Valley. 
According 
to 
D o r o t h y 
Thomas, the city’s efficient 
and popular librarian, each 
month the library circulates, 
on the average, nearly one 
book for every man, woman 
and child living within the 
library’s general service area 
T h a t ’ s 23.000 books 
circulated each month to a 
population of 25.000 persons. 
That’s approximately two- 
thirds of the l i b r a r y ’ s 
catalogue of 69.258 books. But 
before jumping to any rash 
conclusion, let me point out 
that while statistics may not 
be outright dishonest they can 
be misleading. 
Many books are circulated 
many times during the month, 
while others remain on the 
shelves untouched for years 
except for an o c c a s i o n a l 
dusting by a loving librarian. 


HOWEVER, there is no way 
of getting around the fact that 
Mill Valleyans, whether city 
residents or adjacent county 
dwellers (the library is open to 
any resident of any city in the 
North Bay Cooperative Library 
System and 48 per cent of its 
users are from outside the 
city love their library. 
The library actually gets 
much more use than even 
these 
statistics 
show, 
with 
many persons coming in to 
browse, looking at the myriad 
of magazines and newspapers. 
Others use the l i b r a r y ’ s 
popular financial service and 
still others drop in to read a 
favorite book in front of the 
great stone fireplace or out on 
the deck under the redwoods. 
Use of the library has in­ 
creased tremendously since it 
moved into its new home on 
Throckmorton 
Avenue 
t w o 
years ago. The circulation for 
the year ending June 30, 1966 
was 182.344. By this past June 
30, the number had increased 
to 255.207. 
Mrs. Thomas and her staff 
expected a big increase follow­ 
ing the move, since many non­ 


users came to luuk at the new 
building and. feeling remiss 
about neglecting their reading 
programs, 
borrowed 
books. 
But 
the increase has held 
steady and, in fact, is growing 
gradually, 
which 
can 
only 
mean those who came decided 
to stay. 


GENERALLY, non-fiction is 
more popular than fiction and 
children's books get a big play. 
But 
before 
anyone 
prides 
himself on living in an in­ 
tellectual 
community, 
Mrs. 
Thomas notes that these trends 
are not unusual, especially for 
suburban libraries. 
Reference questions are on 
the rise, 
while phonograph 
records have been on the 
wane. Some 6,395 reference 
questions were 
asked, 
and 
presumably answered, in 196G- 
67, in 1967-68, the number in­ 
creased to 6,956. On the other 
hand, 
the 
circulation 
of 
phonograph records decreased 
from 9,533 in 196647 to 8.737 in 
1967-68.

Storer has been 
pushing for some more “ what 
abouts” including: What about 
the run from San Francisco to 
Marin in the morning before 
the commute movement to San 
Francisco? Will they come 
dead head or will there be an 


assurance of north bound ferry 
traffic at those hours, or will it 
go over the bridge** The same 
problem in reverse will occur 
in the evening 
It must be 
remembered that the dead­ 
head trips build up. the costs 
of operating and will affect the 
subsidy you w ill be required to 
produce 
Then, on the other had. if 
there is full traffic on the fer­ 
ries in both directions, morn­ 
ing and evening, picture the 
tie-ups at Sausahto and other 
departure points. You know 
there has been a tremendous 
proliferation of autos since the 
old days of ferry transport, but 
the same narrow congested 
streets that existed then still 
remain. The tie-ups couki be 
beauts. 
Carrying charges can some­ 
what be offset with bus trans­ 
portation by charter runs dur­ 
ing the off peak hours. I don't 
think that could be counted on 
with only five ferries running 
and the necessity of keeping up 
schedules
